To organise such a system ina school 


of this Kind is by no means an easy 
task. The deaf have a peculiar gait, 
one might say a sliding walk, and as 
.it is impossible for them to reali/c the 
"disagreeable sound that is made, it is 
naturally hard to remedy. Then, again, 
,not having the us" of the ear, they 
,have no idea of cadence as the hearing 
man understands it, and the instructor 
is compelled to beat time by waving 
.his hand, making nn additional tax up 
on the eye ot the cadet. 


The school uniform is of gray cloth, 


with black trimmings, a forage cap 
having- the initials of the institution, in 
a neat monogram on the front. Only a 
few boys were tnkcn at a time when 
the drill began and these formed into 
squads, afterwards companies, later a 
complete battalion. Every member of 
the battalion is furnished with a Quaker 
gun, which is a regulation Springfield 
rifle. \\ ith the single exception that part 
o£ the barrel is of wood, which after all 
is preferable, and it insures perfect 
safety. The officers carry their swords 
in the regular way and give commands 
by raising the left hand aud using the 
,manual alphabet. 
• 


With the exception of the positions 


of the officers, all formations and cere- 
monies are in strict accordance with 
the infantry drill regulations of the 
United States army. 
The changes 


therefrom are made only when the 
regulations require the commander to 
be in the rear, or such positions where 
it is impossible for all the boys to see 
him. 


Tbe drill overcomes the shuffling- ol 


tihe feet, «ecures an erect carriage, in- 
culcate* habits of neatness, affords to 
a-U an equal opportunity of being well 
dressed and is developingthe boys phys- 
ically. 


During the spring and fall the toy*

UMPIRE IS A RUSSIAN. 


M. M«rten> to Be Head of tho Veme- 


xaelBB Boundary Court. 


The international court of arbitra- 


tion which is to pass on the British- 
Venezuelan boundary has been com- 
pleted by the selection of If. Jlaertena, 
a distinguished Russian jurist, as um- 
pire, and arrangements are being made 
for the assembling- of the court atParis 
during the late summer or fall of next 
year. In. the meantime the briefs of 
Great Britain and of Venezuela are be- 
ing prepared, but none of the papers 
has yet been, submitted. M. Maertens 
•will act not only as umpire but also as 
presidant of the court.

These embraced tbe most 
noted mea of Europe, but it is a tribute 
to 51. Maertens that his was the only 
one on the lists of both countries. 


M. Maertens' reputation as an au- 


thority on international law is world- 
wide and has led to his frequent selec- 
tion as arbitrator and umpire in : 
ternatiomal differences. He is an official 
of the Itussian foreign office, professor 
of international low at the Onhersity 
of St. Petersburg, and author of "Maer- 
tens' Treatise," the standard book of 
reference on all the treaties of the 
world. Little doubt is felt as to his ac- 
ceptance. 


Prof. Maertens ivas one of the dele- 


gates named by the Russian govern- 
ment to represent it at the conference 
held in Washington to consider the con- 
ditions of seal life in the North Pacific. 
His selection as the fifth arbitrator and 
head of the commission made it impos- 
sible for him to participate in the Wash- 
ington, conference, so that the Russian 
interests in the meeting in all probabil- 
ity remained in the care of Mr. Botkiu 
and the two delegates who satwithhim.
